UNITY IS a word we hear 
spoken again and again in our 
modem world. We m ust have un­ 
ity in our nation, unity in family 
life, and to do the best work of re­ 
ligion we must have unity in our 
churches. 
The word “church” is first used 
in 
the 
New 
Testam ent 
when 
C hrist told His disciples, “on this 
rock I will build My church.” 
He 
had asked them whom men said 
He was: They had answered that 
some thought He was John the 
Baptist, others that He was one of 
the prophets. 
Then He turned to 
them and asked: “But whom say 
ye th at I am ?” And Simon Peter, 
always ready with 
an answer, 
said “Thou art Christ, the Son of 
the living God.” 
The answer pleased Jesus, and 
He called Peter blessed, “for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but My Father which is 
in heaven.” 
In the 18th chapter of Matthew 
Jesus tells how His church is to 
be conducted. 
If a brother in the 
church should wrong another the 
ore injured should first go to him 
privately and tell him of it. 
“If 
he 
shall 
hear thee, thou hast 
gained thy brother.” 
In other 
words, if he listened and atoned 
for his wrong doing, rfbthing more 
was to be done, of course; if not, 
the one injured was to take two or 
three of the brethren with him 
and try to win the man to re­ 
pentance. If he still was obdurate. 
the church organization was to be 
informed, but lf he refused to lis­ 
ten to the church, he should be 
outlawed from the organization 
In other words, he was to be ap­ 
proached with all love and for­ 
bear! ng, and only if he was ob­ 
durate to all pleadings was he to 
be expelled from the fellowship. 
Peter Preache* Ke|>entance 
Another phase of the fellowship 
in the early church is told in Acts 
2. verses 37 to 47. Peter had been 
speaking to the multitude and had 
a) eloquently related the story of 
Jesus’ life, death and resurrec­ 
tion, that all who heard him were 
mu* h moved, and asked what they 
should do. 
Peter answered that 
they should repent a lid tie bap­ 
tized. 
A great many joined the 
Christians, and “all that believed 
were together, anJ had things 
common"; they “sold their pos-

sessions and goods, and parted 
them to all men, as every man had I 
need." 
Many communities have ainee 
tried this m anner of living, and 
usually they have been failures J 
over long periods of time, but in j 
these early days and in the simple 
way these men then lived, each 
shared his all with the others. 
It 
was an ideal life while it was prac- j 
tical and while love and unity 
ruled. 
And it was following this 
incident th at Paul related th at at 
this time the “churches had rest 
throughout all Judea and Galilee 
and Sam aria, and were edified; 
and walking in the fear of the 
Lord. and in the com fort of the 
Holy Ghost, w*ere multiplied.” 
W riting 
to 
the 
Corinthians. 
Paul tells what is the function of 
men in the church. The church he 
likens to a human body, and the j 
members to the parts of the body. 
The body has need of all these 
parts and cannot function without 
them, and the parts need the body 
or they would die. 
So each man 
can make his peculiar contribu- j 
tion to the church and thus make 
it a rich and inspiring thing. 
Paul refers often In his writing 
to the fact th at he persecuted 
Christiana relentlessly before his 
conversion. 
He tells in G alatians 
I how after his change of heart he 
w'aa unknown to the people of cer­ 
tain churches, but how they re­ 
joiced that the one who had per­ 
secuted them was now’ an earnest 
worker with them, and “they glor­ 
ified God in me,” he concludes. 
As a “prisoner of the Lord,” 
Paul beseeches the Ephesians to 
“walk 
worthy of the vocation ; 
wherewith ye are called. W ith all 
lowliness and meekness, with long 
suffering, forbearing one another ; 
in love. 
Endeavoring to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace.” 
“One Lord, one faith, one bap­ 
tism. 
“One God and Father of all. who 
is above all. and through all, and 
in you all.” 
Not as children, not knowing 
our own minds and being swayed 
this way and that is our spiritual 
life. Paul says, but “spew ing the 
truth in love, we may grow up 
into Him in all things, which ;s 
the head, even Christ.” 
Sometimes, sad to say, there Is 
dissension in the Christian church. 
It never should be, but human be­ 
ings are weak and forget. 
The 
ideal toward which all Christians 
are working is this love and unity 
which is so eloquently set forth. 


Jesus asked His disciples, “Whom say 
ye that I am ?" Peter answered, “Thou 
a rt the Christ, the Son of the Living 
YVvl " 


“If tliy brother shall trespass against 
thee,” Jesus told His disciples, “go and 
tell him hi3 fault between thee and 
bim alone.’* 


Christ’s disciples, after conversion, sold 
their possessions and goods, and “parted 
them to all men, as every man had 
need.”

Conference, however, Litvinoff w as s trip ­ 
ped even of 
his com m ittee m em bership. 
He was ousted on the g rounds of “ inability 
to discharg e oblig ations.” 
Probably it is typical of the ups and 
downs of Russian politics th at six m o nth s 
a fte r this lowest point in Litvinoff’s career, 
he should become A m b a ssa do r to the na ­ 
tion upon whose future policy tlm fate of 
Russia larg ely depends.

TOUGH PARTY WORKER 


Maxim Litvinoff w as born 65 y e a rs ag o 
in Bialystok, a town in Russian Poland, 
now occupied by G e rm any . 
His real nam e 
was M eer G enokh M ovsheer V allakh, but 
he has a do p te d a 
long 
row of “ P a r ty ” 
nicknam es 
— Pa pash a. Luvinye. Felike. 
and Nils— to g e th e r with an eq ual assort­ 
ment of assum ed na m e s— David M ordecai 
Finklestein, Litvinoff H arrison, M. G. H a r­ 
rison. Buekm an and G ustav Graf. 
Each of those nam es represents a c h a p ­ 
ter m a life which has been as toug h and 
colorful 
as any m an's in Russia. 
Like 
eveA’one who has forg ed to the front of 
the Soviet Governm ent, Litvinoff cam e up 
the h ard w a y — every inch of it. 
A fter a 
typical Russian hig h school education, he 
joined the a rm y at the ag e of 17 and 
served for five years. 
It was during his 
militarv service th a t he becam e interested 
in socialism. 
And when he g ot out. be im­ 
m ediately beg an to p ro p a g a ndiz e for the 
Russian Revolutionary Democratic Party. 
By the time he was 2 I he had become 
a m e m b e r of the Bolshevik central com­ 
mittee in Kiev, and a y e a r later, in 1901, 
he was arrested and sentenced to exile in 
Siberia. 
Before he could be sent to Si­ 
beria, however, Litvinoff escaped and fled 
to Sw itzerland. 
The next fifteen years of Litvinoff’s 
life were spent in very dang erous visits to 
Russia or in tlu co m p a ny of Stalin, Lenin, 
T rotsky and o th e r exiles in Sw itzerland, 
F rance and Eng land. 
Once, in 19m;, Litvinoff turned up in 
P a ns with a hug e batch of Russian p a p e r 
money which the Communists of the C a u­ 
casus. unde r the leadership of Stalin, had 
seized in a raid on the C z a r ’s trea sury in 
Tiflis. 
It was Litvinoff’s job to c h a ng e the 
m oney into sm aller denominations and dis­ 
tribute it to party m em bers in Paris. 
But 
be was c a ug h t with some of the money on 
him and expelled from France. 
Twice during his years in exile he sent 
ships loaded with munitions to Russia to 
start revolution, but in both cases th e ships 
were sunk.

The laboratory fee for special pro 
cedures is $ 10, X-ray from I5.0C 
to $ 50. Routine laboratory wort 
not of a special character is in 
eluded in the fee for a room. 
The staff of physicians and sur 
g eons ag ree upon an upper limn 
of $ 150. payable by any patient 
for medical and aurg iea! service 
The averag e fee is about $ 70 for 
each patient.

The patient at the Baker Memo­ 
rial Hospital pays from $4.50 to

sirability of the room. Insurance 


case* in the nine-bed ward pay 
$*5.0U to $24 per week and patients 
with tuberculosis pay the same 
The laboratory fee for special pro 
cedurea Is $10, X-ray from $5.0t 
to $50. Routine laboratory work 
not of a special character is in 
eluded in the fee for a room. 
The staff of physicians and sur 
goons agree upon an upper limn 
of $150, payable by any patient 
for medical and surgical service 
The average fee is about $70 for 
each patient. 


Nursing Service Excellent 
In 1939 there was an average 
of 208 pat ents a day and during 
the year there were 575 births 
There were over .3,000 surgical 
operations and 1,000 rued.ca! pa 
Hents. 
In a questionnaire sent to pa 
tients the replies showed that 94 
per cen*. of patients were satisfied 
and often enthusiastic about the 
nursing service. 
Only about 12 
per cent of the replies expressed 
criticisms of the coffee, radio serv. 
ice. time of meals or other details. 
The payment of the attending 
physic an or surgeon through the 
ho pi tai was approved as fair and 
convenient by most of the patients. 
About one-third ta il tvry would 
not have known otherwise how t<- 
secure nospitai care.

Pontious, safety director 
of the Ohio Farm Bureau Insur­ 
ance Companies, gav e an educa­ 
tional lecture on 
traffic safety. 
Some facts were brought out in his 
speech w Ah which, undoubtedly, 
much of the public are not fam il­ 
iar. 
Did you know tha t more of 
our liv es are spent in car.* than 
any other activ ity, or tha t nine 
people out of each 600 are killed 
each year and that from the same 
600. 292 persons are injured, 25 
of these are injured for life? 
The 
costs of automobile 
accidents 
is 
$1 600,000.000 or if you digest this 
figure you find tha t the cost is 
$12 per capita. 
According to Mr. Tontious. n a ­ 
tiv es of the 
Buckeye S tate are 
prone to believ e tha t these acci­ 
dents occur in other states but Mr. 
Pontious prov ed this to be a false­ 
hood aa Ohio ranks 26 in the list 
of the safest states. 
The small 
congested state of Rhode Island is 
alm ost three times as safe to liv e 
and driv e in as Ohio. Mr. Pontious 
believ es tha t this problem will not 
»>e solv ed until classes are form ­ 
ed in high school and each person 
affected takes an activ e part to 
prev ent auto accidents.

Mr. W ard was a colleague of 
Robert Hoffman, also a Columbus 
Republican, in the senate, both 
serving 
the 
Pick away -Fi ank lin 


district. 
A fter 
suffering 
the 
attack . 
W ard was carried into a nearby 
hotel where he was prounounced 
dead by Dr. J. Quinn Dorgan. 
With him when he died were his 
former wife, his two sons and his 
two sisters. 
W ard had just returned to Co­ 
lumbus Thursday from a week 's 
vacation in New York . 
He had 
been in ill health for the last 
three months. 
W ard 
was 
serving 
his 
six th 
term in the Ohio legislature and 
would have ended his service De­ 
cember 31, 1942. 
Four of his six 
term s were served in the House 
and as a Senate member for the 
last two terms, he served as Re­ 
publican whip. 
As a member of the House, 
Ward sponsoi-ed the law which 
established the State Conserva­ 
tion Division. 
One of his predom­ 
inant personal interests during his 
political career was the welfare of 
Ohio State University , his alma 
mater. 
As a sports authority , W ard 
gained recognition as a football 
w riter and as a sports announcer. 
He recently completed bis 13th 
season as a broadcaster describ­ 
ing Ohio State University football 
games. 
Native Of Wellston 
W ard was a native of Wellston, 
O., 
and 
w as 
graduated 
from 
Wellston High School. From there 
he w ent to Ohio S tate to work 
for two degrees, a rts and law. 
He play ed varsity center on the 
Ohio S tate football team in 1912 
and the nex t y ear went to H arris­ 
burg, 111., as high school football 
and track roach.

1914, 
he 
roached 
football 
at 
Christian 
Brothers* College 
In 1916. W ard was a m em ber of 
the faculty and a roach a t Clin­ 
ton High School and in 1917, was 
appointed Columbus city recrea­ 
tion director. 
He resigned that 
post to go to war. 
Attending the 
N avy Officers’ Training School, 
be w as commissioned as an en­ 
sign on the U. S. S. Newport 
News. 
Following his discharge 
front 
the Navy , Ward entered law col­ 
lege at Ohio State and joined the 
athletics staff. 
He was football 
line coach and director of intia- 
mural sports for several y ears, 
He received his law degree in 
1924 and opened law offices in Co­ 
lumbus. 
In 1936 he was the Re­ 
publican candidate for Congress 
from the 12th district but was de­ 
feated in the Roosevelt landslide.

2 tablespoon-full* brown sugar. 
2 tablespoon-full* black pepper. 
I teaspoonful! red pepper. 
Mix Into a thin paste by adding 
hot w ater, and rub into the m eat, 
a fte r it is well cooled. 
W rap in 
brow n paper and cover w ith m us­ 
lin bag* and hang w ith the bone 
end down. 
The m eat w ill require 
no mor* 
attention, but you can 
sm oke it in the sacks w ith hickory 
wood. if you prefer, w hich wiil 
im prove its flavor. 


W ater ( lone to the Self Feeder. 
I was on a farm this week 
w here the ow ner w as planning to 
move his hogs, so th a t he could 
set his self feeder on the south 
side of a hill, and near a stream 
of fresh spring w ater, that rarely 
ever freezes.

call a good move, that will pay 
you well 
in dollars and 
cents." 
I said, “for your hogs are not very 
well 
protected ag ain st 
the cold 
north winds we are having 
at 


tim es now, and they m ake a long 
trip to w ate r.”

This m an is thinking of making 
a w indbreak on the north side of 
tho feeder, too, which will give his 
hogs som e additional protection, 
while th ty eat, which w ill be a 
wise th in g to do. 
It will be m ade 
from old boards, a t very little ex­ 
pense.
